WHX BLAINS ItKSIGMBD. 


Secretary Blaina consented to be inter' 


•viewed regarding bis resignation and told 
the reporter that it was not occasioned by 
the near approach of the Republican Con- 
Tentiou and would not effect the action of 
tb.it body In the aligbtest degree. 
His ob- 


ject in letiring from the State Department 
was to obtain personal freedom and p?ace. 
Be was not influenced in the least by the 
probability of the proffered nomination, 
and the sensational rumors that he was 
working to accomplish Harrison's defeat. 
These reports apparently had a perceptible 
effect upon tbe President's personal friends 
and admirers. The feeling grew npon Mr. 
Blaine daily that be was regarded with 
suspicion and distrust. The friends of the 
Administration practically considered him 
guilty of cSapllcity and he fancied that even 
bis associates in the Cabinet looked npon 
him with silent reproach. There s«emed 
also a constant desire to humiliate him by 
urging the necessity of a further public 
declaration that he was not a candidate 
for the Republican nomination. These 
thoughts and suspicions constantly preyed 
npon his mind until the worry became in- 
tolerable and he determined to resign in 
order that he might enjoy as a private cit- 
izen tbe rest denied him as a part of the 
Administration.

Only tbe positive assurance of Mr. 


Blaine that he will not accept the nomina- 
tion for President will satisfy those who 
are not infatuated with the gentleman and 
think he can do no wrong, that he was not 
playing them falae, and wrote his February 
letter to Olarksou to throw Harrison's 
friends off their guard.

Hot Weather In Gold Fields. 


The new African gold Jields are prov- 


It 
was prophesied about cue year ago that 
die output of the.Witwatei'srandt dig- 
gings would reach 70,000 ounces to De- 
cember, 1891, and one year later 110,000 
ounces. Already the first prophecy has 
beou borne out, the average being about 
75,000 ounces a month. It is a warm 
thought and not unpleasant still, that 
when the latest reports from Natal were 
svritteu, from which the facts above 
were taken, and when the people of this 
country were shivering before the blasts 
of winter, Natal was simply scorching

A Land of Famine and Plenty. 


While the inhabitants of south and 


eastern Russia are starving, a large pro- 
portion of tho population of eastern 
Siberia and Turkestan have so much 
grain that they do not know what to do 
with it. In tho province of Semiret- 
chinsk the peasants have enough grain 
to last them for tea years, and in the 
provinces of Yeneseisk, Yakutsk and 
the Transbaikal the price of wheat is 
one-eighth what it is in the Volga pro- 
vinces. The best beef is being sold at 
the rate of about p^d. a pound, but as 
there are no railways and few or no 
roads in these rich portions of the em- 
pire, this superabundant wealth cannot 
be put to account.—London Tit-Bits.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


An Analysis of the Recent Votv In the 


Lnwar Honne of r»rlii>nicnt. 


One of the most important incidents 


connected with the movement for the 
emancipation of women was the vote in 
the house of commons on the woman's 
snffrage bBI moved by Sir Albert Bol- 
iitt. Tho f act that this measure was de- 
feated by only twenty-three votes is sur- 
prising when we consider that it was 
unsatisfactory to many female advocates 
of the principle, and was opposed by 
Gladstone, not only in parliament, bnt 
in a lately published pamphlet. 


The bill in question proposed to con- 


fer the parliamentary franchise only on 
unmarried women. As there are no ob- 
vious reasons for supposing the intended 
beneficiaries of the measure to be better 
qualified to vote than their married sis- 
ters, while there are some reasons for 
assuming the contrary, the bill naturally 
piovoked a great deal of criticism among 
the membeA of the sex interested. In 
several meetings held in London Sir Al- 
bert Rollitt was denoxinced in terms 
which showed that female politicians 
would be adepts in the use of vitupera- 
tive rhetoric. 


The Primrose league, most of whose 


principal promoters are married ladies, 
was shocked at the notion that women 
who had never proved their capacity to 
control a household should be deemed 
particularly competent to deal with pub- 
lic affairs. Nevertheless, there was a 
prevailing willingness to accept the Rol- 
litt bill as an installment of the reform 
demanded, and it does not appear that a 
single vote was lost on the division— 
unless it was that of Lord Randolph 
Churchill—by reason of the purposed 
exclusion of married women. The de- 
feat of the woman imffragists is no 
doubt directly traceable to Mr. Glad- 
stone, who must therefoie expect to 
have the female reformers against him 
in the coming general election. 


An analysis of the vote shows that the 


controversy did not turn on party lines. 
Such leading Tories as Sir Michael Hicks- 
Boach and Mr. Chaplin opposed the bill, 
but Mr. Balfour favored it and appar- 
ently carried with him a majority of the 
Conservatives. Sir William Harcourt, 
Mr. Labouchere and Mr. Chamberlain 
were arrayed with Mr. Gladstone against 
the measure, and so it seems were most 
of the Irish Nationalists. On the other 
hand, a strong Liberal minority support- 
ed the Rollitt proposal, RO strong that 
the reformers look forward with confi- 
dence to attaining their object in the 
next house of commons. Their belief is 
that Mr. Balfour will then curry with 
him a larger proportion of the Conserva- 
tives than he did last week, and that the 
number of their allies among the Liber- 
tils will be materially increased. 
The 


bill, however, which will then be brought 
forward, will be of wider scope, making 
no discrimination between the married 
and the unmarried, and bestowing the 
suffrage npon adult women on terms 
identical with those imposed in the case 
of adult inaJes, 


It is an interesting coincidence that 


the English female suffragists should 
have recently lost the support of two in- 
fluential men—Mr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Herbert Spencer, both of whom were 
formerly regarded as friendly to their 
cause. Mr. Spencer, indeed, at one time 
expressed in print opinions favorable to 
the political equality of women. Those 
opinions, however, he recanted in a late- 
ly published work, and sot forth at length 
his reasons for believing that women 
should not be intrusted with the ballot 
in the existing conditions of society. He 
does not confine himself to the familiar 
argument that they who vote must in 
the last resent be prepared to fight. 


He contends that, even if female voters 


uro placed in the same entegoz-y tis adult 
male voters who havo pas-jetl tho mili- 
tary age, there are speuiul grounds on 
which their influence in legislation is to 
be deprecated. Oue of their most ami- 
able weaknesses, their propensity to 
compassion, might, he thinks, have 
grievous consequences in parliament and 
in the courtroom, that is to say, both in 
the framing and in the enforcement of 
fct.'ttutcs. Tho fact that with them feel- 
ing is relatively a more powerful insti- 
gator of action than is reason, consti- 
tutes, in Mr. Spencer's mind, a grave 
disability. In a word,he takes for granted 
that England would be flooded with 
what in this country we call crank legis- 
lation if women had the right to vote. 


But while the female suffragists have 


lost'Mr. Spencer and Mr. Gladstone, 
they have gained Mr. Balfour, and they 
evidently think that the latter, being a 
young man with a long public career 
before him, will ultimately outweigh the 
loss of the other two. Besides, with the 
spread of socialism among the trade 
unions, they are likely to gain the sup- 
port of workingmen who have hitherto 
been indifferent to their claims. It is 
certain that they are not in the least dis- 
heartened by last week's defeat, but 
look forward cheerfully, as we have said, 
to a renewal of the contest next year 
under more auspicious conditions,—New 
York Sun. 


An Klectlon Kxperletice. 


A private letter from a little Illinois 


town tells of the recent election, when 
women asserted their voting privileges. 
"It was amusing, now that I think of 
it," says the writer, "the way in which 
we were manipulated by a pair of clever 
women. Thirty of us met at the town 
hall in caucus, and in a short time we 
were unanimous for the candidates of 
these two leaders. They talked and 
urged and glitteringly generalized with 
the ease of old hands, and my husband 
laughed well nt me when I confessed at 
night that I had voted for B, when I had 
repeatedly stated my not-to-be-persuad- 
ed-from intention to vote for A. Next 
year I shall work hard to preserve my 
individuality. Evidently we women will 
have to become educated to withstand 
the wheedlings of the other side. 1 am 
truly ashamed that I should have been 
to soon talked over."
